Union terminal this morning destroyed
7,000 west bound letters. Tbe car wss
to have been attached to a train for tbe
weat via Troy and Albany. Three mail
clerks wero working in the car at tho
time of the exploeion. They lost their
street clothes, money and natches. The
damage to the car is estimated at$l,500.

Railroad Accident.
Baltimore, Md., March 8..A train of

29 coal cars was wrecked on tbe Westam
Maryland Railroad at Fulton station,
this city, this morning. Tbe locomotive
and ll cars were completely demolished.
An express passenger train southbound
to Washington had a narrow escape
'rom crashing into the wreckago of the
r-oal train. No one wss seriously In¬
jured.

Steamers Burned.
Gailipolis, O , March 8..-An explod¬

ing lantern burned the steamers J. M.
Bowell aod Emma Marie io tbe water's
edge in the mouth of the Great Kanawb*
tiver early today. Capt, Henry L-
Laoce a-id crew of the Bowell had a

narrow escape. The loss is $25,000.

SUPPOSED MURDER,
About len o'clock yesterday morning

Richard Wines, a railroad man, aid
Wal.er-m.itb, colored, who were ctoas

iog a field a short distance northwest ol

Alexandria, discovered the body of a

strange man. The body was lying io
stow and mud, with arms stretched at
rtgnt angles. A ghastly w.iuud had
beeu made io the neck. The discover)
was made in a triangular-shaped field
about 100 yards esBt of Rosemont station,
on the Washington, Alexandria aod
M'unt Vernon electric railway, and
about au eighth of a mile north of the
corporate limits of this city

Tbe men hurried to Ur.ion Utatco,
and notified Special Officer L. O. Har¬
din. The latter suggested to the men

pockt tbook containg three Wells Fargo
Express Company money orders for
$100 eaeb, riatnd at Loi Angeles, Oki.,
December it, 1908, and made payable
in each instance to Walter F. sjchul'z.
The book also contained a $20 note, a

$2 note and a $1 note. In one of his
pockets wss ll cents in change.
The police slso found on the body a

letter presumably from tbe dead mao's
sister, snd three cards, one bearing the
name of Mra. Alman Hume Gillette,
another was a business card of Tho
Berkeiy, 223 uoith Capitol street, Wash¬
ington, aud the third was marked "J.
L. Burch, carriage builder, Washing¬
ton, D'. 0.
Thp le tr rends as follows:
"Sioux City. Iowa, Dec. 30, 1908
"Deer Wallet: You surprised us

greatly when you asked us where we

thought you would next land.Cuba or

Chicago. We wonder d|whether you took
a sea voyage up to Washington or went
by traiu. We gleaned a great deal out
ol your descriptive letters, and enjoyed
them immensely. Have you any idea
where you will settle? Will you return
to Ohicag '.' Alphorse is located within
nine minutes' walk of Sears-Roebuck
Company's store. Brother bought a
suit of clothing the other dsy lor $25.
He is doing well. As ever.

"Ellen Dorothy."
Ths envelope of tbe letter, thought to

be from tbe man's sister, is postmarked
at Hioux City, Iowa, December 30, 1908,
aid is addressed to "Walter Schultz,
Geo. Del., Washington, D. O." On
one end of theenvelope was written 1314
Docglass street, Sioux City, Iowa."
The shoes were of good quality, bot

bad been worn som? time. A long
black overcoat of expensive make had
been stripped of everj thing that would
aid in identification. The clothing was
of Ihin blue serge and Isshionably cut.
A soft blue and while shirt aod a soft
collar bore no laundry merka and some

pieces of thread on the back of tbe shirt
showed where a cloth label bad been
torn r tl,
The dead msn is described as abont 35

years old, 5 feet 6 inches tall, of muscular
build, weighing abont 160 pounds, aud
with heavy brown bair aod bine eyes.
His chin and lip were partially covered
¦witb a beard of abont two days' growth.
His features were strong and clear cut.
His hands are white aud soft of texture,
with well-kept nails. One of the ar¬
ticles found in the man's overcast pocket
has been a source of considerable specu¬
lation among the police. It is a piece cf
rubber tubing, about five feet long
and about the dat of an ordinary lead
pencil. Evidently for convenience in
carrying it bsd been rolled into a. coil
and tied with an old shoe-string.
The name of Mrs. Alman Hume Gil¬

lette does rot appear iu the Washington
directory, and though tbe police of tbat
city tried to find a wemau by that rame,
their efforts were unsuccessful. No "J.
L. Burch, carriage builder, Washington,
D. O.," could be found either, but there
is a J A. Burch, carpenter and builder,
of 1522 Wisconsin avenue northwest,
who f >-merly was in tbe carriage busi¬
ness.
